A Proclamation againſt Pirats. 


He Kings Maieſtie, hauing bene informed through the 


manifolde complaints made to his Highneſle by his owne Subietts as others ot 

the many depzedations and Piracies committed by lewd and ill diſpoſedperſons, 

31] accuſtomed andhabituated to ſpoile and rapine, inſenſible and deſperateofthe peril 

they dzaw vpon themſelues, and the imputation they caſt vpon the honour of their 

"RH Soueraigne ſo pꝛetious to him, as foꝛ redzefle thereof he is infoꝛted to reiterate and 
nculcate his loathing and deteſtation not onely ofthe crimes, but alſo to manifeſt to the woꝛld his ſinteri⸗ 
iu and exceeding deſires foꝛ the due + ſpeedy ſuppꝛelling of the delinquents And hauing lately found by 
nany pꝛegnant circumſtances, that moſt oftheſe great faults are continued by the conninence,oz cozrup- 
ton in many the ſubozdinate Officers,eſpecially ſuch as are reſident in and neere the Pozts and Maritine 
Counties: In his Paincely care to pꝛeſerue Juſtice,as one ofthe maine pillars of his Eſtate,#+foz the ſpee- 
ypꝛeuention ofſuch fo wle crimes, e the ſeuerepuniſhment and extirpation of ſuch enozmious offendoꝛs 
(moſt hate fall to his minde , and ſcandalous to his peaceable gouernment) and foz the pꝛeleruation +con- 
tnuance of amitie and good cozreſpondencie with all other Pzinces and States, hath with the aduiſe of 


his Counſaile thought it neceſſary at this pꝛeſent, to publiſh theſe Articles Oꝛdinances inſuing: Where. 
nf any ſhall be found culpable refractoꝛp, ozcontemptuous, his Mateſtte is reſolued and hereby detla 


reth, that ſuch puniſhment ſhalbe inflicted on him oꝛ them ſo offending, that others may be exemplarti'y 
ſuewarned, from committing ſo odious factes, and be deterred from ayding, relieuing, comfozting,oz a- 


letting ſuch and ſo enoꝛmious malefactozs, 


Z=© F anyperſon whatſoeuer ſhall vpon the Seas, oꝛ in anp Pozt oz hauen, take anyShipthatdoth 
Ys belong to any ofhis Mateſties Dubtects, friends, oꝛ Allies, oꝛ ſhall take out of it by fozce , 
8 2 goods of what nature oꝛ qualitie ſoeuer : he oꝛ they ſo offending ſhall ſuffer death, with confil- 
= cation of lands and goods, attoꝛding to the Law inthat caſe pꝛouided. 
fanyperſon oz perſons ſo offending, do at any time hereafter tome into any Pozt oz plate of his Ma- 
leſtiesdominions, his Mateſtie expzeſly chargeth all his Officers fooꝛthwith to appꝛehend him and 
them, and to commit them to patſon, without Baile oꝛ Wainpzrze, and that the name ofthe perſon and 
auſe of his impꝛiſonment, be foo:thwith certified into the Adnuraltie, that ſpeedy oꝛder may be taken foz 
— pꝛoteeding, and exetution atcoꝛding to Law, and the contents of his Maieſties fozmer Pꝛocla⸗ 


nations X 
„* his Mateſties Subietts ſhall fozbeare from furniſhing, Uictualing,ayding,receining,reliening, 
comfozting 02 abetting , any Pirate oꝛ Sea-roner, oꝛ any perſon not being a knowen Merchant, by 
contracting, buying, ſelling , bartring oꝛ exchanging with him oz them, vpon peril of his Mateſttes 
ſeany indignation, and the grieuous paines by Law belonging to the ſame. 


Ll Admirall tauſes ſhalbe ſummarily heard by the Judge of the Admiraltie without admitting 
— vnneteſſary delay, and no Appeale from him ſhalbe allowed to the defendant oz defendants in 

es of depꝛedations oꝛ ſpoyle , either foꝛ the Offenders, oz their acceſſaries befoze oꝛ after the of- 

[ce commited,o2 thoſe in whoſe poſſeſſion the goods ſpoyled are found, vnleſſe firſt by way ol pꝛouilion 
deſumme adiudged be payd to the plaintife vpon Suerties to repay it, ifthe Sentence ſhalbe renerſed, 
ud no Pꝛohibition in ſuch cauſes of depzedation and ſpoyle, and their acceſſoxies and dependants ſhalbe 


ſreafter granted againſt the Admiraltie. 


Noz Ship oꝛ goods taken from any his Maieſties friends, ſhalbe deliuered vpon any other oꝛder, 
then vpon pꝛoofe made, oꝛ certificate exhibited in the ſaid Court of the Admiraltie, to the end that a 


Recozd may be kept of all ſuch reſtitutions made to ſtrangers, to lerue tfoccaſion ſhall require. 
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Ndfo2 the pꝛeuenting of future miſchiefes, euery Uticeadmirall is inioyned by this Pꝛotlamatioti 
A [whereof he is to take notice at his peril) to certifie into the ſaid Court of the Admiralty euery quar⸗ 
ter ofthe yere , what Ship oz Ships warlikely appointed, hath gone to the Sea, oz returned wirh⸗ 
qthattime with any goods taken at Sea, oꝛ the pꝛotedue thereof, vpon paine to loſe to his Maieſtie (by 
— of Fine) foz euery ſuch default, foꝛty pound ofcurrant money o England, to be anſwerable into his 
es receipt ofthe Exchequer , by certificate from the ſaid Judge ofthe Admiralty, vnder the great 


Gareofthat Office, to be directed tothe L. Trealourer, and the Barons of the Exchequer. 


he Utceadmirals, Cuſtomers, and other Officers ofthe Pozts , ſhall not ſuffer any Ship to goe to 
Sea, befoꝛe ſuch time as they relpectinely in their ſeuerall Poꝛts. haue duely ſearched and bilited the 
ſame to the intent to ſtay ſuch as apparantly ſhalbe furniſhed foꝛ the warres, and not foꝛ merchau- 

ang or fiſhing. And ik there chalbe caule of ſuſpition by the pꝛouiſions, oꝛ furniture, oz extraozdinary 
I umber ok men, o ſulpected perſons therein, that the ſaid Ship and company is otherwiſe to be imployed 
Im inHerthandtse o2 Fiching then m ſuch tale of luſpition, the Tlireadnurals k Officers ofthe Ports. 
hal tay and in no Wile ſuffer the ſaid Ship to paſſe to Seas, without good Bonds with ſufficient Suer- 
urs had in the double value ofthe Shippe, and her furniture, to vſe nothing during their ſaide Uoyage, 
utlawfull trade of Merchandtze oz Fiſhing. And if they ſhall ſuffer any ſuch perſons otherwiſe to re- 
ire tothe Scas then is aboue mentioned, they (hall ſuffer impꝛilonment vntil the offenders may be ap- 
ſrhended, and ſhall be anlwerable to the parties grieued, foꝛ their contemptand offence in this behalfe 


umnutted. 

Nd whereas diuers great and enoꝛmious ſpoyles and Piractes haue bene heretofoze committed 
A within the Straits of Giblacac and other plates by Captaine lohu Ward and his adherents, and other 

Engliſh Pirats,and the goods, moneys and Merchandtzes haue bene and are ſold , diſperſed e dil 
ned of, moſt le wdly and pꝛodigally by the meanes of their recetuers , comfoztozs t᷑ abettoꝛs, to the great 
xejudice of his Maieſties good friends the Vencriavs , and others in league and amitie with his Maieſtie, 
dhom they haue ſo robbed and ſpoyled : His Maieſtie doth hereby expꝛeſly charge and commaund all 
Leutenants, deputy Lientenants, Uiceadmirals and their Deputies, Juſtices of Peace,Captaines of 
hsMaieſties Ships, and all other Officers of the Admiraltie , and all Maiozs, Shiriffes, Batlifes, 
Conſtables, and other his Officers whatſoeuer, as they and enery of them tender his Maieſties ſeruite, 
and vpon perill of his Mateſties indignation, to vſe all care and diligence, and their beſt and vttermoſtin- 
deuoꝛs, in the inquiring,ſearching foꝛ, and appꝛehending of all ſuch Pirats,their reteiuoꝛs comfoꝛtoꝛs and 
abettozs. And ik they (hall by their traueiles and tare finde any ol them, to ſend them pꝛeſently to the next 
wunnon Goaile, there to remaine without Baile oz Mainepꝛize, till the Loꝛd high Admirall of England, 
(his Lieutenant the Judge ofthe Admiraltie may be aduertized thereof, and ſhall diſpoſe of them ac- 


dung to the Lawes in that caſe pꝛouided. 

12 as his Maieſtie is aduertiʒed that this Pirate Ward and others, are made the moꝛe 
able to tontinue in ſtrength and power, to infeſt the Subiects of all Chꝛiſttan Pzinces and Eſtates, 
by meanes of that receipt and pꝛotection Which is giuen them in Tunis, Argiers, and the plates adioy- 

ag, his Pateſty doeth hereby ſtraitly pꝛohibite all his Subietts whatſoeuer chat ſhall goe to Sea, that 


they noꝛ any ot them, ſhall ſell, alien, barter, oꝛ exchange any Oꝛdinante powder, ,02 any pꝛouiſion 
bhatſoener, ſerniceable fo2 the warre oꝛ ſhipping, directly oꝛ indirectly, to 02 wad tells Wale ad- 


herents,0z any other Pirate 02 Pirates whatloeuer, vnder paine of death as atteſlaries in taſes ot Pira⸗ 
fe, Neither ſhall any of his Maieſties Subiects, reũding foꝛ the time in Tunis, Argiers, oꝛ in any other place 
1Bardary, 02 the plates adioyning, oꝛ hereafter reſoꝛting thither, dare to buy, barter , exchange, oz —— 


diectly 02 indirectly any goods taken at the Seas, vpon any pꝛetext whatſoeuer,vnder paine of ton 
don of his owne pꝛoper goods, lands and chattels here in England, and ſuch other puniſhment as by 


Lm may be inflicted vpon ſo contemptuous and grieuous an offender.
